Associate Dean Foss explained that the curriculum changes for FFAC-05-11-07-D2 were in 
terms of changes in the degree requirements for the Major in Theatre, the Major in Playwriting, 
the Specialization in Theatre, the Specialization in Theatre and Development and the 
Specialization in Design for the Theatre. These changes were made in order to have a more 
equitable balance between Theatre Performance, Design for the Theatre and Theatre and 
Development. 


In addition, the practicum for PROD 211 was removed to allow the department to include a 
broader range of material within the course.
